Wc publish below a document of great imprrt- 
unre to all the British coloeie*, and especially 
to those of the Australian gronp. It ia a 
circular addressed by the French Minister tor 
Foreign Affair* to all the diplomatic and con- 
sular agenta of France, announcing that in the 
event of war with Buasia the French and British 
Government had agreed to eitci.d mutual pro- 
Tection to the aubjecta of the two nation*, 
whereser protection might be required and 
could be given, and that it would 
consequently be the daty of the agenti 
and rural commander* of each country to gire 
their *uppart lo the aubjecta and the trade of 
the other, under circumatince* of dinger from 
the common enemy. " You will, Sir, in ttnve- 
quence," say* the circular, "consider the Eng- 
lish subjects and vesiels within your jurisdiction 
at baring ibe same right aa French auhject* 
and reue!*, to all the aaitetance which eomei 
w thin your attributiona ; and you will give no- 
tit e of tbii prescription to Ibe officer* of the 
imperial nary, who may be ia a position to con- 
cur ia the measure* which circurai tanres remit, 
ing from the itate of war may render necessary. " 
similar ioitructiuns, it i* added, would be giren 
to the agent* and officer* of Her Britannic 
Mnjerty ; lo that the lubjects and commeree or 
the two nations would be authorised lo rely on 
the reciprocal protection of the toruul* and the 
nary of the two Power*.

The Calliope went to Savage Hand to enquire after 
pnrt of the erow o( the Legerdemain , which was 
wrecked on M linM it mT i Keel, a little to the «Htlh of 
th- Inland, ihoul the month of II sv. Wit, The Cal- 
u..f.: mad* the tslind cm the l^th Ncrvernbir. Ml, 
and stood ba to Aloft. The native! went on boat* to 
du|»at ef their article* of liartor. All appraa to 
have gene tm .mrwthTy tffi miu| set* of theft were 
coinmi'led by the n»tivc*. All was speedily in an 
uprrnr. S.imr of the nativei mi secured al 
once on board, mid boals were lowered to 
pursue those who were making off in their 
eajioe*. Some of the cmrsea were eapviaed arid 
broken, and one was taken <m board, and the native* 
who were still in the other*, or awimming, were pur- 
*ued, tired upeA, and beaten in all directions. Many 
were mi in - or less wounded and bruised by blows, and 
the shot or shots which were ttrsd took encct upon 
two. One of these was wjvfo/rjr wtmnded, and did 
not reach the ahore. Three eaeojied and got safe to 
land, and others were captured, taken on board, and 
put in iron*. We did not *siswlalli whether, in the 
midst of all this f. irmidable work, the stolen property 
was Jv> i ereit Those eonrusnl on board were kept 
till the 1.5th. Sometime about, or a Little after, noon 
of that day, the vessel stood ia towards a place named 
Avatelc, arid the prisoners w er e pel overboard. This, 
sr« suppose they did, hoping that they would tie able 
to swim lo the shore. Wt cannot think that the me- 
lancholy issue of th* affair was Intended. However 
that may have been, the ron^uences lo moat of the 
□alive* wen the same** if it had. 

Two, for wh*t reason we know Ant, were re] eased 
earlier Than the othvt*. unit probably while the vessel 
w** closer hi. They reached the short at s part of the 
island nearer their own land than Avwteir, and were 
safe. The other* seem to have been put overboard at 
a later hour on ths same day. They were in tho water

referred to in the evidence of one of the principal 
witnaaaee should here been produced. The flou/aa-re 
llrt,M at the time look up the qucetkn, and niter 
having pointed nut In the first instance the poaaibility 
that same other person than Talhot might have com- 
mitted the murder ; and eeeeirfly, if guiltj, whether 
he could be deemed to he In a lound state of mind at 
the time, iuprcMed atrongly on the Executive CouncJ 
the greet neemiity there existed for that body giving 
tlw whole affair its. rnriat srriouj and erate coueida-a- 
ttnn, end rifting to the tety bottom erory doubtful 
edrtunutanre connected with the horrid tragedy, as aa 
to remove all traces of doubt Iwtore carrying the 
aentettre of death Into effect: and we think that the 
Council fully rijapcmdcd to the call an made by our 
etmtmporarr. and that the execution of the culprit 
haa been eo long delayed hyretumn of mnoiricv being 
made on Die pointa of trridenco whiih on the trial 
appeared dcS-cliTe. Perhaps in no other country in 
the world would a ndrit of fair play hove been so 
atruncly evinced u that shown by the Executive in 
thia inatance to aatixfy the public mind.

driven to acta of desperation, and tlinl gii luu 
been guilty of every crime, although up to 
the ,n- ••in moment (the night preceding hia 
execution) he has, as far a* can be learned, made no 
spec id. confeeelon of tho crime he U »hout to siifTer 
fur. (hi the lJMh instant, Mr. FostiT. the Onvernor 
of liitulbura Uanl, received the warrant for Talbot'* 
ticriitiun. and Immedialrly commnnluiitcd the Intidli- 
genee to the culprit, in the prcacncc of Mr. William 
t'hatricld, the visiting magistrate. lie recoiled the 
intelligence with calm indidrreuce. I*revioua to this 
the convicl wm restricted aa to food, ui the allowance 

ricribed by the gaol regulation*, but sinc e the order 
his ex ecutiou arrived, he haa been ellowed any- 
thing lie naked for within the eornpnai of reason. On 
Saturday ctening, Mr. Rwnr, from the SherirTa oflec, 
arrived at Mandleeon'allotel, tJoulbum, fnvrsted with 
the powers of Under Hherig, accompnniod' by the 
finiaher of the low, 14 Green," The aotjtidd haa boen 
elected in front of the gaol, on the vacant apnt uf 
ground i« two-n the Hani and the Cinirt tlouae, and 
Liuse up to the gaol door. At eight o'clock, this mnrn- 
uig (Turaday, 3Sth May), Qreim, the en ecu I inner, wni 
to bo seen on thu scsmild, tnuily adjuating the appa, 
ratut of death . The unhappy "man ipent the greatcat 
put of the night in prayer, accompanied by ;!.■• llev. 
Mr. Bon. At about a quarter to nine i.at, the 
Deputy ShcrirJ. tuH'ompanieil by the TUitiuj magii- 
trate, priKFoded to tha gaul, «U the c.mvi. t wrni 

pm I and all the fearful prcliiuinerlce of denth 

proceeded with. At nine precisely, wo observed ib.it 
a Itronprjvosae of the rural police, with fixed bayonets, 
were arranged in the front of the ecafTdd, under the 
directinn of Mr. H'Aliatar, the akief oonalablc. whose 
exrangrrnenli appeared to be very judicious. At a few 
minutes past nine, the unhappy man's ccmn wan 
brought nut of the gaol, and livid at the foot of the 
scaffold, and shortly afterwards Talbot hinted f ap- 
peared dressed in white, supported by tho Baverend 
Nr. Sowrrhy on the left, arid tha executioner on the 
right. Tlie culprit and the rev, gentleman knelt at 
the foot of the scaffold, where the Latter rend. In a must 
snlemn and impressive manner, the aerrice for the 
dcul, Tali»( repealing the reaponaei hi a clear, low, 
but firm voice ; after which the rev, gentaeinan rose 
and mounted the scaffold, followed hy the culprit, who 
asicudud with a linn step, the executioner and 
Deputy Sheriff bringing up the rear. He buna Jiata-ly 
placed himself under the fatal law, and gave a hurried 
glance downwards and round the acafToliL 
Talbot, after h*Tlng taken a elance at the aa- 
icmhty before him, said " My fncuda, I hope you'll 
take a warning by mc, drink has brought me here." 
(ireen then orfj tubed the rnne ruund hia seek, drew 
the cap over his face, and the Haw. Mr. Sowcrby, hav, 
ing at thia moment shook hands with him, nnd stepped 
down off the aeajrhld, the executioner drew the hult, 
and the unhappy man waa launched into eternity. He 
died almost instantaneously, having only exhibited 
one or two ecnvuleive mnveenenta of the shoulder, and 
all waa still. Lieutenant £ouch aucl a troop of the 
nioiinted polioo wore, we believe, ordered to If- in at- 
tendance at the execution ; that gallant corpe, how- 
ever, did not reach the apot till the unhappy man win* 
east off, when they wheeled round, and heller, akcl- 
tered away again. The Bev. Mr. Hoes, aa ataucd, was 
in attendnnt'e upon the unhappy man nearly all the 
night, and it ia gratifying tn know, that Talbot made n 
full cunisaauun of hia guilt to that gentleman. Then 
wire about 600 people presen t, and wo rejoice to a ay 
thtt there were very few women amrmgat thia number.

THREE DAYS AT THE FAUCL.UtD ISLANDS 

ERwa r*- Bristof J/i'mw.) 
Tun following wcll-writlen aketih of lliese ialauibi 
has been kindly furniahed tn ui by Mr. Valentine 
llillienr, who lias recently returned from Australia, 
and to whom. It was entruated by (be author, a fel- 
low passenger on bused the Great Britain. Ihe 
Falkliuiit lalnndl are but little known, Bid the 
writer s account will he found extremely interestiii g 
and instructive. 

The Falkland lalanda (oim a group of about ninety 
iabmd.1, ci tending north and aoaih from latitude 
■M' ittto 11-J tO itiutli, and cast nnd weat from longi 
tilde lu ai -211 wcaL They were tBeccmrcd i: 
HVi, by Captain Dti-ia, an Engliihman, bat it wii 
not until LT03 that a acttlement u ss fanned by the 
French at Berkeley Sound. Two yean aftcrwanhi 
the Britiah anertetl thiiir ctalma ^iy virtue of Dnris'a 
diaeovery) and took formal noaaraaLon ot the islands. 
Both theae attempts failed, and the cidony was 
abandoned. They afterwards sorcessvrely paaoed 
tlir.nigh the hands of the Spaniard, end Month Ainari- 
cine, who in their turn deserted them. 

In I MS, ihe British Uovemrnent again took 
aion of tTiem, and left a small party under the . . 
mend of a Mr. William Dickson for the protection af 
their flag. This party was cut off by nome Indian* 
sell South Americans, who murdered several of the 
inhabitants, and heving pUloned the aettlcmeat and 
driven off the cattle, retired into the Interior of the 
country ; they were ultimately captured and sufiVrcd 
death at llucnoe Arret, The preaent settlement was 
formed by the Britiah an (he inland of East Falkland, 
in in:ti, at st.mlty llarhour. 

At dayli-jht on the innming of the last day of the 
year, Loe4, we ilghted the beacon at the entrance of 
Fimnlcy Jljirlmur. 'The rtiiraneo ii about three mile* 
across, the land low, and unite digested of trees. 
After proceeding about three miles, we took a pilot 
on board, and paused through a narruw fuaaage lest 
than 200 yards in width, and at In a,m., tbt 
Ureal Britain dropped hut one bar opposite the town- 
ship. 

The harlwur is an excellent c-.nie. and extremely eaay 
of aeoens. The t iwnship posaeaaes tome good build, 
inga of atone arid briek. and there ore about oufl in- 
habitant*. The diatant 
enough, and vemlnded me 
hills uf Morocco. The toad 
gave it a wild and desolate appearance. 

Flaving hecurcd tho scrvicet of a fiuaeho or stock, 
man, and horses, three of, my fellow passenger a and 
I atajted early the next morning for t ride acruaa the 
country to the original ii-ttlemtmi of Fort Lonia of 
Berkeley oound, n distancf of tome or iW milce. 
We nruvided ourselves with nuna and a plentiful 
supply of ammunition. After riding two or three 
mdos to tile hrtd of the harliour, we atruck serosa the 
hills into the iiiteriur. The firnt fifteen milas of our 
juumry were by no meant pleasant riding. The 
country, or " camp," tu the Felklindcra call It, 
eonaistednfa sucrenaion of hotrs and mnrartwa ; the 
heroes sinking over the fetlocks at every step, and 
fvirul timet wo very narrowly escaped getting 
hiwrgcd. My fellow uravellera were cat.li ' 
lion unhotseil, tnd i 



had nrcnsionally tn _ 
and lead our horse* aetoaa the morjo.a. After ttrug- 
glmg anil wading thrnugh this miserable country fur 
about itftcen mike, we crossed over a .Icon hill, 
which is, 1 believe, the highest in fiaat Falkland, vmd 
from v hence wo hud a *ploniiid view of Hie entrance 
and harbour nf Portion.. We coasW round Its 
ahin-ei for several milca, and after tlrdioua ride of 
five or all hours, (cached Urn sclll. mnil, where we 
were to part the nighl. 

The seUlenaent (Piut lajitta) consiitx of only two 
luinnea built of atone (iinlicwnl in a lubstantlal 
manner, but only one ii lntnbi(ed I There ere the 
ruina of nn old fort, with a few dismatiiled niatv

The country it hilly, bat tho highest part* an aa 
boggy at the nata. The topa of the hilla ore thickly 
strewn with detached boulder roeko, and aome have 
fallen or been displaced down the sldea in suoh a 
manner that from a short distance it ia difficult to 
persuade oneself that It La not an actual stream of 
water, and J was a good deal surprised to find that wt 
could djannctly hear the water brawling along under 
the atones. The climate is extremely boisterous, 
tho change, of temperature Tory tudden, though 
do not suffer front any great extremes nf 
» wl lL J""!,*™ ntyetl. however, to violent now 
•tonus, which destroy a great many cattle. There is 
but a inittll portion of good land, and tbe weather 
is so tempestuous that it it only in sheltered situation! 
that they are enabled to grow a few vngotahltni. There 
i. net a tingle tree ontbe Uland, and it wet oidy in a 
LW of tbe gulhet that we found a little belt of a liru ba, 
tome three or four feet In height. 

We aaw tcverat wild hurtcs i they appear to 1» but 
sorry be oats, tnd ore not worth the trouble of catching 
tnd breaking ia. There are a Tew in use at the oettlc- 
ment. They are caught by the lasso, and thrown, and 
our izuide assured ut that half-nn-hnur after they were 
caught, they would allow themselves to bo led away 
hy n halter, Tho lionaa we rode wore from ltio 
Nckto, and wore of a stout ahort- legged deneriplian, 
without tuj good pointa, hut aerviceable, hure-fuotcd 
beaata; they were worth from H to £li eai-h. 

We passed several herds nf wild tnttle or n aroatt 
ond coarse breed, hut wen- tidd thai those on the 
Boufhcrn aide of too island wero miivh superior. They 
do hoi get so fat aa in Austrnlis, seldom exceeding 
ion Iba, in weight, but the meat is of tolrratilc quality; 
the price in the settlement ia id. per lb, judging 
fi oui the olcck condition ot the horses, I am inclined 
tu think thnl if greater pains were token, or rather 
if any paint at nil were taken, to Improve the breed, 
they m ould get much larfat and fuller cattle. There 
are na the island alnut 2(100 sheep, (chiefly of the 
coarse MwiLn Video breed) and 30,000 

Witil FalMund, which it anted to . 
i!imuto, and ■■ Uarap." and trreral ntei'liciii uaiooura 
La uninhnliitcd. for what rononu I know not. It it be. 
qiiented at certain aentorui of the year by whaler* and 
tcaiiTs, (chiefly American), and by veaaela in ouosl of 
guann. eonaiderghle quantities of which are found on 
wveral r>r the rocka and ialetx. 

The whole of the itlentla abound with rabbita. There 
is ill ... an animal very closely resembling lite Aua- 
trxli.ui dinKo, but it Is extremely scarce, and 1 am told 
only one has been seen at Stanley during the Last few 
year., though some ore atiU to be found to the south- 
ward. 

The anchorage at Stanley Harbour la excellent, mid 
being to eaay nf trees., it admirably adapted for a 
coaling depot fot *tenmCT». Berkeley ftuund La also a 
g'««l harbour ; it La sheltered from nil winda by Long 
Island, which itnrtihea at rose the entrance, leaving a 
channel on either side. This uland helonga to the 
Port Loula Company, and being of consider able ex- 
tent, anil eovertd with Tutsscll grata, is uaed by them 
at a fait tiling run for their ttoek. 

Wild how abound in one of tho islands. There it 
excellent trout tithing in the amall rivulet* which How 
through the peat htig ; lint wo had not an opportu- 
nity uf trying them. Large hands of mullet ort 
or.'osionally taken with tne seine, but no rUIi tie 
ettlght with the hook ond line. 

A line large apf-cie" of snipe orn very plentiful, and 
also dotterels. The wild goose is also common in some 
porta nf the Ltlond, and we are told that we could 
have shot as monv as we liked if we could have spared 
the time to ride aix or seven miles further, in (act, 
they oppeir to be ao plentiful, that a emidl cutter of 
six or seven ton* trades mgitlarly between Port Louis 
and Stanley with supplies uf geese and rabbits i the 
price of the former it Us. per pair, and the latter id. 
each. We aaw numbers of penguina and godls, and 
t(feat flock* of kelp geese and loggerhead ducka, wtiirh 
wets nwimming about among the sea weed units fear- 
lessly. I itn Vs and tosl were also abundant. The 
kelp geese are extremely beautiful birds, but aa they 
feed upon kelp nnd niuticK their fUah haa a llshy 
Savour, and almost unit to be eaten. Besides these 
we found two or three ap scire n f passerine hirdt-a 
thresh, viTyaimitM tn the English, ond a very hand, 
sorno starling With n fed breaal, several ruundwillge.1 
bawksandburtardtl they are all very tamo and seem 
to hove very little fear of man. A thrush followed us 
whilst we were shooting, and allowed us to come 
within a few feet of 1dm— " ita tainenuaa was shoe king 
lo me." * 

The people lire chiefly upon the protlttre of their 
guns. At the bona* where we stopped they bad
